20. (Original) A system as defined in Claim 19, wherein the preview of 
eScriptPad prescription pad is provided over a computer network connection. 

21 . (Original) A system as defined in Claim 19, wherein the user input and 
revisions are received over a computer network data connection.

managed care organizations, and user information.

physician-specific information, including prescribing habits, that are then stored in
